STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bedford  in  the  County  of 
Hilhhorouoh  in  said  State  of  New  Hampshire;  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  7:30  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  Articles: 

Article  1.  To  elect  necessary  town  officers  and  school  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  III 
of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  paragraph  D,  as  follows: 
"Remote  controlled,  coin  operated  or  self-service  gas  stations  will 
be  prohibited  in  any  District".  (Recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board ) 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  III, 
of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  Paragraph  E,  relative  to  signs  in  Neighbor- 
hood Commercial  and  Industrial  zones  bv  deleting  800  square  feet 
and  substituting  500  square  feet,  and  bv  deleting  30c  per  square 
foot  and  substituting  20c  per  square  foot.  (Recommended  by 
Planning  Board) 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  IT, 
of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  Paragraph  A,  relative  to  building  permit 
fees,  bv  changing  the  fees  for  Commercial  and  Industrial  to  twenty 
five  dollars  ($25.00);  dwellings  to  ten  dollars  ($10.00),  and  non- 
dwellings  to  five  dollars  ($5.00).  (Recommended  bv  the  Planning 
Board) 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  VIII 
A,  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  Paragraph  9,  relative  to  Neighborhood 
Commercial  zone,  by  changing  the  minimum  lot  size  from  20,000 
square  feet  to  one  acre.    (Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 

Voting  on  the  above  Articles  .shall  be  by  written  ballot.  Polls 
are  to  open  at  7;30  A.M.  and  are  not  to  close  earlier  than  6;00  P.M.

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  in  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000.00)  if  needed,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  seven  hundred  dollars 
($700.00)  for  the  payment  of  interest  pn  such  borrowing. 
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Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  twenty  six  dollars  and 
fifty  one  cents  ($1,526  51)  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  High- 
ways within  the  Town,  provided  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
shall  contribute  ten  thousand  one  hundred  seventy  six  dollars  and 
seventv-three  cents   ($10,176.73)   toward  such  construction. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($17,500.00)  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Town  Police  Department. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  to  apply  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fimd  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Fire  Truck. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  to  apply  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  Road  Grader. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00) 
to  apply  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  Tractor 
Loader. 

Article  13,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  ten  dollars 
($4,410.00)  to  improve  existing  street  lights  and  add  one  hundred 
five  (105)  new  lights  to  be  located  at  most  intersections  throughout 
the  Town. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  four  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($4,800.00) 
for  the  purchase  of  a  used  bulldozer  to  replace  the  one  destroyed 
by  fire. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rais  eand  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  to  paint  the 
Town  Hall. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ( $3,000.00 )  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a 
new  Fire  Truck.  (Submitted  without  Recommendation  by  the 
Budget  Committee)

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  to  land- 
scape the  new  parking  lot  adjacent  to  the  Library. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  to  pay  for  an 
assistant  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  when  needed. 
(Submitted  without  Recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  use  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  \'ote  to  construct  a  new 
library  on  the  site  of  the  present  library,  and  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  ninetv  eight  thousand  twenty  five  dollars  ($98,025)  for  this 
purpose,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Federal  Government  will 
contribute  an  additional  sum  of  approximately  thirty  two  thousand 
dollars  ($32,000.00)  toward  the  cost  of  the  building;  and  to  raise  the 
sum  of  ninety  eight  thousand  twenty  five  dollars  ($98,025)  by 
issuance  of  serial  notes  of  the  Town  payable  over  a  five  year 
period  in  equal  annual  amounts  at  interest  not  to  exceed  4%  per 
annum,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act, 
Sec.  8,  chapt.  33  of  R.S.A.;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  nego- 
tiate said  notes  in  the  name  of  the  Town  and  also  to  accept  Federal 
funds  given  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  new  Library  building;  said 
building  to  be  erected  under  the  direction  of  the  Library  Trustees 
assisted  by  a  building  committee  of  five  members  appointed  by 
them. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the 
Trustees  to  dispose  of  the  two  present  buildings  on  the  Library  site 
in  a  manner  which  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  jurisdiction 
of  a  certain  ten-acre  tract  of  land  to  the  Town  Conservation  Com- 
mission to  insure  its  continued  development  and  use  as  a  conserva- 
tion area.    (By  Petition) 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  Town 
Conservation  Commission. 
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Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  restore  the  Tax 
Collector's  rate  of  compensation  to  a  flat  three  quarters  (3/4)  of 
one  ( 1 )  percent.    ( By  Petition ) 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Moderator 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  people  to  determine  the  feasabil- 
ity  of  converting  the  lower  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  for  use  as  Town 
Offices  and  a  Court  Room,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  use  by  this  committee.  This  com- 
mittee is  to  submit  a  report  to  the  Town  no  later  than  the  Town 
iMeeting  of  1967. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member 
of  a  Metropolitan  Manchester  regional  planning  agency.  This 
agency  will  have  membership  of  at  least  two  of  the  municipalities 
in  the  Metropolitan  area.  The  objective  of  this  agency  will  be  to 
plan  for  and  encourage  regional  planning  analysis,  provide  con- 
sensus on  major  problems  of  regional  concern,  and  to  assist  in  the 
effectuation  of  projects  which  extend  beyond  the  boundaries  of  a 
particular  town. 

The  agency  will  have  no  jurisdiction  over  any  matter  of  local 
affairs.  It  will  be,  primarily,  advisory.  Two  members  of  the  regional 
planning  agency  shall  be  from  the  town  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  sixty  two  dollars  &  eighty  cents  ($3,362.80)* 
for  studies  to  be  conducted  by  the  regional  planning  agency.  These 
monies  will  be  used  for  financing  planning  studies  which  must  be 
approved  by  the  regional  planning  agency.  These  funds  are  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  funds  available 
for  planning  purposes.  *(Said  sum  being  ten  (10)  cents  per  capita 
based  on  the  1960  Census  of  3,628. ) 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($3,200.00) 
to  pay  half  the  cost  and  installation  of  an  Air  Raid  Warning  System, 
the  other  half  to  be  paid  from  matching  funds  from  the  State  and 
Federal  Agencies  of  Civil  Defense;  the  three  points  of  such  a  system 
to  cover  the  three  most  populated  areas  of  th  Town,  namely: 

In  a  general  mid-point  of  the  Donald  and  Boynton  Streets  area. 

In  the  vicinity  of  the  Peter  Woodbury  School  area. 
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In  Bedford  Center. 
(Submitted  without  Recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200.00)  from  the  estate  of  Martha  F.  Wiggin  to  be 
placed  in  trust,  the  income  to  be  expended  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Fred  A.  French  and  Ralph  M,  Wiggin,  Sr.  lots  in 
the  Bedford  Center  Cemetery. 

Ai-ticle  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Silver 
Spring  Drive  and  two  rotaries  for  a  distance  of  1,050  feet  by 
50  feet  wide. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Up  join 
Street  for  a  distance  of  345  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Cii'cle 
Drive  for  a  distance  of  733  feet  by  40  feet  wide. 

Ai-ticle  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Heritage 
Drive  for  a  distance  of  370  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Pilgrim 
Drive  for  a  distance  of  550  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Buttonwood 
Road  from  Deacon  Road  to  the  corner  of  Steppingstone  Road,  for  a 
distance  of  1,077  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Deacon 
Road  from  Ministerial  Branch  to  the  comer  of  Buttonwood  Road, 
for  a  distance  of  386  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Timberlane 
Drive  for  a  distance  of  1,825  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Hickory 
Lane  for  a  distance  of  2,135  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Grandview 
Lane  for  a  distance  of  383  feet  bv  50  feet  wide. 
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Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Westview 
Road  for  a  distance  of  2,100  feet  by  50  feet  wide. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Stepping- 
stone  Road  for  a  distance  of  400  fet  by  50  feet  wide. 

To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  and 
other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  to  transact  any  other  business 
that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 
BEDFORD.  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

In  preparing  the  budget,  it  was  necessary  for  the  budget 
committee  to  hold  nine  meetings  from  early  January  to  the  time 
of  the  Public  Hearing  on  February  14,  1966.  In  addition,  we  have 
met  and  consulted  with  the  State  Tax  Commission  and  submit  the 
1966  Budget  which  we  recommend  as  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town. 

The  following  items  require  comment: 

AIR  RAID  SIRENS: 

Due  to  the  high  demand  on  town  funds  at  this  time  and  the 
lack  of  universal  support  as  indicated  by  the  Public  Hearing,  the 
Budget  Committee  felt  that  this  item  was  fiscallv  inexpedient  and 
submits  it  without  recommendation. 


FIRE  ENCINE: 

With  the  money  presently  in  the  Fire  Engine  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  it  is  requested  that  $6,000.00  ( $3,000.00  more  than  the  normal 
annual  appropriations  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund)  be  appro- 
priated this  year  so  that  a  Fire  Engine  could  be  purchased  in  1966. 
In  as  much  that  this  request  is  a  departure  from  the  plan  presented 
at  last  year's  Town  Meeting  which  would  appropriate  $3,000.00 
each  year  to  a  Fund  and  that  new  fire  engines  would  be  purchased 
and  replaced  on  a  periodic  plan,  the  Budget  Committee  took  the 
following  action.  The  Budget  Committee  has  included  the  usual 
$3,000.00  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  account  for  fire  engines. 
In  addition,  the  Committee  has  placed  the  additional  $3,000.00 
in  the  Budget  without  recommendation  so  as  to  allow  the  Town 
Meeting  to   make  this   decision. 

CONSERVATION: 

This  item  represents  a  new  endeavor  of  the  Town  and  as  such, 
this  Committee  feels  that  this  establishment  of  Policy  should  be 
made  by  the  Town  Meeting. 
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CLERK  AND  COLLECTOR'S  ARTICLE: 

With  the  present  mode  of  compensation  for  these  officers,  the 
office  holder  is  paid  on  a  percentage  or  commission  basis  and  under 
this  method,  it  is  the  feehng  of  the  Committee  that  additional  help 
should  be  paid  from  these  commissions. 

NEW  LIBRARY  ARTICLE: 

The  voter  will  notice  upon  examining  the  Budget  that  an 
amount  has  been  included  for  the  construction  of  a  new  library. 
They  will  also  notice  that  this  same  amount  has  been  included  as 
an  estimated  revenue.  This  procedure  is  necessary  to  conform  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act  so  as  to  enable  that 
this  article  be  acted  on  at  the  Town  Meeting,  although  there  would 
not  be  any  expenditure  for  this  item  in  1966. 

STREET  LICHTS: 

A  request  was  made  for  additional  stieet  lights  this  year.  The 
Budget  Committee  approved  and  included  the  amount  of  money 
necessary  for  the  same  number  of  lighting  as  last  vear.  The  Town 
Meeting  mav  act  on  the  request  for  additional  lights  through  a 
special  article  in  the  warrant  for  that  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  following 
amendments  were  made  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  Town  of 
Bedford  dnring  the  year  1965;  establishment  of  a  Trailer  Residential 
Zone;  Apartment  Residential  Zone;  Service  Industi^ial  Zone;  Neigh- 
borhood Commercial  Zone;  and  the  passage  of  Land  Sub-division 
Regulations.  The  Board  also  recommended  the  reclassification  of 
approximately  22  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Wayfarer  property  to 
commercial.  Land  along  Route  3  was  reclassified  Industrial  in 
order  to  give  the  Town  a  location  for  light  industry.  Finally  at  a 
Special  Meeting,  the  Board  recommended  the  rezoning  of  a  parcel 
of  land  along  Route  101  near  the  center  of  the  Town  for  a  neighbor- 
hood shopping  center. 

Prior  to  the  completion  of  Route  114  extension,  the  Planning 
Board,  together  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Board 
met  with  the  State  Highway  Department  and  the  Manchester 
Water  Board  for  the  purpose  of  securing  three  crossings  of  the 
highway  for  proposed  water  lines  before  the  highway  was  com- 
pleted. These  crossings  were  approved.  One  line  was  immediately 
placed  on  the  Bridge  to  carry  water  to  the  area  of  the  Memorial 
School  and  in  addition  two  sleeves  were  laid  under  the  highway 
to  provide  for  future  water  lines  in  Bedford. 

The  Planning  Board  met  with  representatives  of  the  Metro- 
politian  Planning  Commission.  The  purpose  of  this  body  is  to 
establish  a  regional  board  to  plan  for  a  Metropolitian  District 
which  is  to  include  Manchester  and  the  six  surrounding  Towns. 
Such  things  as  water,  sewerage,  schools,  recreation,  transportation 
and  traffic  regulations  would  be  planned  on  a  regional  basis.  This 
regional  board  would  not  come  into  existence  unless  approval  were 
given  by  the  Town  Meeting  in  each  Town.  Federal  funds  are 
available  for  many  of  these  projects  but  only  on  a  regional  basis 
after  a  plan  has  been  prepared  according  specifications  of  the 
Federal  Government. 

At  the  initiation  of  the  Planning  Board,  several  meetings  were 
held  with  representatives  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Town. 
The  purpose  of  these  metings  was  to  determine  the  needs  and 
programs  contemplated  by  these  departments  and  to  acquaint  each 
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Other  with  the  problems  of  the  Town  as  a  whole.  As  a  result  the 
Planning  Board  would  like  to  go  on  record  as  favoring  the  fol- 
lowing: 

1.  The  present  location  of  the  Library  as  a  site  for  any 
building   contemplated   by   the   Library   Trustees. 

2.  The  remodeling  of  one  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  for  offices 
for  the  Town  officials,  preferably  the  lower  hall. 

The  eventual  enlargement  of  the  Fire  Station  to  include  a 
Police  Department  with  provision  for  a  common  dispatcher  who 
would  be  on  24  hour  duty  serving  both  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 
BEDFORD  ORGANIZATION 

Fallout,  though  possessed  with  lethal  radiation,  is  cancelled 
out  with  adequate  shelter,  and  supplies  to  maintain  individuals 
within,  until  the  inevitable  decay  period — time — nullifies  its  deadly 
strength.  Bedford,  and  its  public  buildings,  would  have  no  pro- 
tecting Public  Shelters,  since  density  and  mass  are  needed  to  keep 
deadly  rays  from  penetrating.  Your  Civil  Defense  Organization 
has  no  protection  for  an  emergency  Operational  Center,  and  would 
have  to  rely  entirely  on  Home  shelters,  as  must  the  townspeople, 
for  their  own  safety. 

A  year  ago,  your  Civil  Defense  Report  called  attention  to  the 
inadequate  alerting  system  in  Bedford.  Since  then  we  have  had 
the  Town  surveyed  by  a  team  Federally  and  State  approved.  The 
result  of  this  is  the  article  in  the  Warrant  which  calls  for  the 
appropriation  for  money,  half  of  the  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  Town, 
the  other  by  Federal  and  State  funds.  Matching  funds  would  also 
be  provided  for  operational  costs  of  this  system  which  covers  the 
three  densely  populated  areas  of  the  town. 

The  Radef  Teams,  maintaining  fixed  Monitoring  stations,  have 
made  periodic  reports  throughout  the  year  under  the  leadership  of 
Richard  Durette,  Radef  Officer.  Communications  has  held  weekly 
sessions  from  the  Town  Hall  under  the  leadership  of  George 
Cleaver  and  Robert  Cooper,  Communication  Officers,  participating 
in  the  Races  Net  as  well  as  the  local  Bedford  Net. 

The  Fire  Department  hiis  completed  a  First  Aid  Review  and 
light  Rescue  Techniques;  additional  Walkie-Talkies  have  been 
provided  for  better  communications;  and  they  have  Radef  Equip- 
ment for  their  protection  in  an  emergency. 

Plans  under  consideration,  for  rationing  of  fuel  and  food,  we 
hope  will  come  to  fruition  in  1966  under  the  continuing  supervision 
of  Mr.  Colby,  County  Agent,  who  holds  this  responsibility  for 
Hillsborough  County. 

There  is  need  for  a  volunteer  Traffic  Control  Corp.  under  the 
Police  leadership.  Any  one  interested  in  serving  in  either  this 
capacity  or  in  Commimications  activity,  please  contact  your  Civil 
Defense  Director.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  thousands  of 
vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love  the  State  for  the  variegated 
woodlands  that  encircle  our  clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and 
mountains.  Most  of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were 
enough  careless  people  among  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and 
woodland  fires  to  start  in  1965.  True  this  was  a  much  dryer  than 
normal  year  but  this  should  have  meant  the  use  of  extra  care. 
Fortunately  the  fire  fighting  forces  have  held  the  line  against  such 
careless  acts.  It  is  up  to  each  one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that  a 
spark  or  flame  is  a  potential  fire. 

WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

L     To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in  lighting  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car  or 
while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  despose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump. 
If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush; 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5:00  P.M. 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush  have  equipment  and 
adequate  help  on  hand.  The  heat  from  vour  fire 
creates  its  own  draft  to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and  Towns 
thousands  of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and  hundreds  of  acres 
of  destroyed  woodlands.    Yours  never  to  enjoy.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
BEDFORD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  first  consideration  of  the  Library  Trustees  and  Librarians 
of  the  Bedford  Pubhc  Library  is  the  question  of  how  we  can  offer 
to  the  citizens  of  Bedford  first-rate  Library  facihties  at  a  minimum 
cost  to  the  taxpayer.  Change  is  inevitable,  and,  in  our  present 
society,  rapid.  We  cannot  ignore  the  present,  nor  can  we  be 
unmindful  of  the  future. 

There  are  two  items  of  business  we  would  like  to  report. 
In  April  it  was  voted  to  join  the  Statewide  Library  Development 
System,  giving  Bedford  the  advantage  of  a  36%-37%  discount  on 
books  purchased  rather  than  25%  as  received  under  previous 
arrangements.  Mrs.  Ralph  Wiggin,  Jr.  was  appointed  official 
delegate  to  the  Statewide  Library  Development  System  Advisory 
Council.  Secondly,  it  was  voted  to  increase  the  insurance  on  the 
contents  of  the  Library,  bringing  the  insurance  coverage  from 
$10,000  to  $15,000. 

In  observation  of  National  Library  Week,  April  25  thru  May  1, 
the  Bedford  Public  Library  again  sponsored  its  annual  art  exhibit. 
There  were  30  exhibitors  during  the  week,  75  works  of  art  and 
approximately  500  visitors  to  the  Library.  The  exhibitors  and 
Librarians  deserve  a  great  deal  of  appreciation  for  incorporating 
this  annual  exhibit  into  our  Library  program.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Francis  Grady  and  three  sons  were  Bedford's  entrant  in  the  National 
Library  Week  Contest.  The  Summer  Reading  Program  for  children 
was  conducted  from  June  18  thru  September  3rd.  Sixty-two 
children  participated  in  this  program  with  a  total  number  of  books 
read  being  425. 

The  Salmagundi  Book  Sale,  a  continuous  sale  of  discarded  or 
duplicate  books  removed  from  Library  shelves  or  donations  from 
the  townspeople,  begun  in  September,  1965,  proved  to  be  an 
outstanding  success.  A  total  of  two-hundred  seventy  books  have 
been  sold  to  date.  Money  received  from  this  sale  is  used  to  pur- 
chase replacement  or  additional  books  for  the  Library. 

The  Annual  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Association 
was  held  May  27-28  at  the  N.  H.  Highway  Hotel  in  Concord.  At 
this  time  Mrs.  Wiggin  completed  her  second  term  as  President  of 
the  Association  and  handed  her  gavel  over  to  Mrs.  Rachel  Sanborn 
of  Epping.  The  theme  of  the  meeting  was  "Concepts — Old  and 
New",  the  high  point  of  the  meeting  being  a  lecture  by  Miss 
Virgilia  Peterson,   noted  author  and  literary  critic.

In  October  Mrs.  Wiggin,  Mrs.  Peck,  Mrs.  Charles  Lessard  and 
Mrs.  D.  C.  Ayer  attended  the  Fall  meeting  of  the  Association  held 
at  the  Peterborough  Library.  In  the  Fall  Mrs.  Peck  attended  a 
10  week  course  in  cataloging  and  classification,  one  of  a  series  of 
Public  Library  Technique  courses  sponsored  by  the  U.N.H.  and 
the  State  Library.  In  addition  to  her  regular  Library  duties, 
Mrs.  Peck  serves  as  editor  of  the  "Newsletter"  the  official  publica- 
tion of  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Association. 

Many  friends  of  the  Library  have  been  generous  to  us  during 
the  year;  a  subscription  to  "The  Horn  Book"  from  Mrs.  Helen 
Fletcher,  a  subscription  to  "Atlantic  Monthly"  gift  of  Miss  Elizabeth 
Farrar,  and  "Herb  Grower"  gift  of  Mrs.  George  Nanos.  We 
especially  wish  to  thank  the  Bedford  Mother's  Club,  the  Bedford 
Garden  Club  and  the  Bedford  Woman's  Club  for  their  contribu- 
tions during  1965.  Our  many  thanks  go  to  the  numerous  individuals 
who  have  helped  us  during  the  year  with  gifts  of  books,  magazines 
and  their  time.  The  Library  Association  is  always  most  appreciative 
of  any  gifts  which  will  aid  in  better  Library  services  to  the  people 
of  Bedford. 

Year  after  year  the  Trustees  of  this  Library  have  closed  their 
report  with  a  statement  of  the  needs  of  our  Library  as  Bedford 
increases  in  population.  It  is  very  illuminating  to  come  to  the 
Library  when  elementary  school  children  and  high  school  students 
are  there  looking  for  help  with  "home  work".  Mrs.  Wiggin  and 
Mrs.  Peck  are  doing  their  best  to  meet  this  situation,  but  more 
time,  more  books,  and  more  space  are  badly  needed.  In  this 
connection  we  note  that  the  recommended  figure  per  capita  for 
library  services  in  New  Hampshire  towns  under  five  thousand  is 
$5.00.  Our  figure  per  capita  in  1965  was  approximately  1.63. 
A  total  of  sixteen  meetings  have  been  held  this  year — some  to 
discuss  the  everyday  business  of  Library  services  and  many  with 
Mr.  Emil  W.  Allen,  State  Librarian  and  Mr.  Alex  Majeski,  Architect, 
to  plan  future  Library  facilities  adequate  and  suitable  to  the 
growth  and  culture  of  Bedford. 

Plans  are  now  completed,  and  there  remains  only  the  vital 
approval  of  the  townspeople  themselves,  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  on  March  8th.

During  the  year  the  Health  Department  of  Bedford  received 
a  number  of  complaints  relative  to  sewerage  disposal  and  water 
supply  contamination. 

The  Health  Department  was  in  conference  with  Dr.  Prince, 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  Communicable  Disease  Division, 
concerning  current  health  problems. 

Well  Child  Clinics  were  held  this  year  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Bedford  Women's  club.  A  total  of  122  were  in  attendance 
for  immunizations  against  Smallpox,  Polio,  Diptheria,  Tetanus  and 
Pertussis. 

Several  forms  were  processed  for  the  Veterans  Administration 
regarding  Septic  Tanks,  Leaching  beds,  and  Percolation  tests  for 
new  home  construction. 

The  Visiting  Nurses  Association  of  Manchester  N.  H.  continues 
to  offer  Bedford  residents  free  classes  for  expectant  parents,  home 
visits  to  families  with  new  babies,  and  part  time  nursing  care  for 
homes  where  nursing  help  is  needed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BEDFORD  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Several  years  ago  the  superintendent  of  schools  started  his 
report  by  quoting  the  old  nursery  rime  about  the  old  woman  in  the 
shoe  who  had  so  many  children  she  didn't  know  what  to  do. 

This  is  somewhat  the  situation  Bedford  is  in  today.  In  fact, 
it  is  a  situation  Bedford  has  had  to  face  for  quite  a  few  years  and  the 
end  of  this  trend  unhappily  is  not  yet  in  sight.  Actually  the  problem 
is  a  three-fold  one.  It  is  a  problem  of  providing  adequate  housing 
for  the  increasing  school  population  without  a  sacrifice  in  the 
qualitv  of  the  program.  The  third  part  of  the  problem  is  that  the 
first  two  parts  be  carried  out  in  orderly  steps  which  will  not  put 
an  undue  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 

Unlike  the  old  woman  in  the  shoe  we  think  we  do  know  what 
to  do.  To  understand  the  tremendous  growth  in  the  educational 
system  space-wise  and  program-wise  which  have  occurred  in  the 
last  few  years  we  need  only  think  of  it  in  terms  of  the  lifetime  of 
one  student  graduating  from  high  school  last  June.  To  mention 
only  a  few  of  these  improvements:  the  end  of  teaching  all  eight 
grades  in  2-room,  3-room  and  4-room  schoolhouses;  the  grouping 
of  children  homogeneously  and  now  in  an  ungraded  system;  the 
institution  of  a  junior  high  system;  the  addition  of  full-time  music, 
art  and  physical  education  programs;  the  formation  of  a  special 
class;  the  introduction  of  a  summer  program  and  the  adoption  of  a 
salary  schedule  for  teachers. 

All  of  these  improvements  in  our  program  have  been  accom- 
plished while  carrying  out  a  building  program.  Indeed,  the  build- 
ing of  the  Memorial  and  McKelvie  schools  has  made  many  of  these 
changes  possible. 

A  look  ahead  will  show  that  in  less  than  10  years  Bedford  will 
double  its  school  population — both  on  the  elementarv  and  second- 
ary levels.  This  means  that  educationally  Bedford  will  be  able  to 
offer  a  quality  high  school  education  in  its  own  facility  at  that  time. 
A  fact  which  will  probably  mske  no  one  very  happy,  neither  the 
School  Board  which  must  recommend  it  nor  the  voters  who  must 
vote  themselves  additional  taxes,  is  that  Bedford  will  be  facing  a 
continual  building  program  for  some  years  to  come. 

The  question  then  is  not  if  but  when  and  how.  Since  the 
impact  on  our  school  system  continues  to  be  on  the  primary  grades 
and  since  our  borrowing  capacity  is  limited,  your  School  Board 
is  recommending  the  building  of  a  19-classroom  elementary  school 
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on  the  Peter  Woodbury  site  and  the  addition  of  two  rooms  at  the 
Memorial  School.  This  plan  will  enable  us  to  meet  the  demands 
of  additional  housing  and  still  carry  on  the  kind  of  educational 
program  which  we  thing  desirable  and  which  we  feel  the  people 
of  Bedford  demand  for  their  children. 

In  addition  to  the  construction  of  a  new  elementary  school  the 
other  two  major  recommendations  of  the  School  Board  this  year 
are  the  addition  of  a  guidance  counselor  and  the  revision  of  the 
teachers'  salary  schedule  with  the  minimum  going  to  $5,000. 
Bedford  has  been  most  fortunate  in  the  calibre  of  teacher  it  has 
been  able  to  attract  and  we  believe  that  this  raise  is  necessary  to 
keep    Bedford   competitive   with   surrounding   communities. 

The  addition  of  a  guidance  counselor  will  fill  a  gap  between 
our  reporting  system  and  parent-teacher  conferences  and  the  high 
school  guidance  program.  We  believe  that  to  start  guidance  at 
the  high  school  level  is  a  case  of  too  little  too  late.  Guidance  to  be 
satisfactory  should  start  at  the  elementary  level  where  a  student's 
ability  and  interest  can  be  identified  early  enough  to  allow  him 
to  pursue  and  develop  that  ability  and  interest  to  his  best  advan- 
tage. 

Elsewhere  in  this  booklet  you  will  find  the  reports  of  the 
superintendent,  assistant  superintendent  and  principals  which  sum- 
marize far  better  than  I  can  the  educational  program.  Bedford 
can  well  be  proud  of  its  school  program  and  the  people  responsible 
for  its  operation.  The  School  Board  and  the  parents  of  our  school 
children  know  this  from  first-hand  experience.  For  those  of  you 
who  have  no  children  in  the  schools,  we  invite  you  to  visit  us  to 
see  what  your  tax  dollar  is  buying.  We  are  confident  you  too  will 
]>e  impressed. 

At  this  time  the  Board  would  like  to  thank  publicly  all  school 
personnel  for  their  devotion  to  our  schools  and  schoolchildren. 
Also  our  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  High  School  Study  Committee 
for  their  thorough  analysis  of  our  growth  situation.  Their  recom- 
mendations have  helped  immeasurably  in  the  development  of  the 
Board's  building  proposals.  May  I  add  here  my  personal  thanks 
to  my  fellow  Board  members.  Jack  Middleton  and  Earle  Tryder,  for 
their  advice  and  cooperation.  The  change  from  one  to  two  regular 
meetings  per  month  plus  the  many  special  meetings  have  added 
up  to  a  busy  but  rewarding  year.

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REPORT  TO  THE  BEDFORD  SCHOOL  BOARD 

December  23,  1965 

The  Bedford  School  Board  appointed  fourteen  members  of  the 
community  to  study  Bedford's  present  school  facilities  in  order  to 
develop  a  plan  for  future  high  school  needs.  Inasmuch  as  our 
current  tuition  contract  with  the  City  of  Manchester  expires  in 
June  1967,  the  Committee  was  requested  to  evaluate: 

1.  Should  we  continue  our  tuition  contract  arrangement  with 
Manchester  for  grades  9-12? 

2.  What  possibilities  are  there  for  a  cooperative  school  with 
a  nearby  town  or  towns  that  would  include  grades  9-12? 

3.  Could  Bedford  economically  and  educationally  justify  the 
building  of  its  own  high  school? 

Three  major  factors  were  examined  in  detail  by  the  Commit- 
tee— popiihtion  trends,  curriculum  and  cost.  These  areas  of  inquiry 
involved  a  study  of  related  items,  such  as  transportation,  site, 
teacher-pupil  ratio,  course  content,  coordination  between  the  Bed- 
ford and  Manchester  school  systems,  etc. 

The  Committee  received  invaluable  expert  assistance  from  Mr. 
Damon  Russell  and  Mr.  Howard  Kimball  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  Mr.  Claude  Leavitt,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
Mr.    Ray   Edwards,   Assistant   Superintendent. 

It  became  readily  apparent  the  most  pressing  problem  was 
that  of  lack  of  adequate  classroom  space  relative  to  our  present 
population.  We  calculated  a  "straight-line"  population  projection, 
based  only  upon  children  age  0  to  age  17  that  are  now  living  in 
Bedford.  This  projection  does  not  take  into  account  any  future 
growth  within  the  Town  and,  therefore,  may  be  considered 
extremely  conservative. 

This  population  study  pointed  out  the  need,  immediately,  for 
15  additional  elementary  classrooms  in  order  to  accommodate 
children  that  are  now  in  the  school  sijstem  or  thnt  now  live  in  Toton 
and  will  enter  school  by  1967. 
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The  earliest  date  of  occupancy  in  any  new  facility  would  be 
September  1967.  To  build  ne^'  classrooms  only  for  the  population 
in  that  year  is  neither  sensible  nor  economical — the  school  would 
be  overcrowded  on   the  day  it  opened! 

We,  therefore,  determined  that  it  was  only  reasonable  to  build 
facilities  adequate  for  our  needs  through  1970.  Our  population 
projection  indicates  a  requirement  of  19  elementary  classrooms, 
plus  1  room  each  for  art,  remedial  reading,  2  special  classes, 
1  all-purpose  room  and  1  library.  (Note:  these  "special  purpose" 
rooms  would  also  be  required  in  1967) 

As  we  considered  the  various  solutions  to  this  serious  "space" 
problem  in  our  elementary  system,  we  followed  several  basic 
criteria : 

1.  It  is  not  desirable  to  compromise  or  downgrade  our  existing 
educational  program.  We  should  continue  to  improve  and 
strengthen  the  excellence  of  our  school  system. 

2.  Related  to  this,  but  extremely  important,  is  the  pupil- 
teacher  ratio. 

3.  Ultimate  cost  to  the  Town  of  Bedford, 

RECOMMENDATION: 

We  recommend  to  the  School  Board  that  they  request  the 
School  District  for  funds  sufficient  to  build  a  new  elementary 
school  on  the  present  site  of  the  Peter  Woodbury  School.  This  new 
school  should  have  a  minimum  of  19  standard  classrooms,  plus 
1  room  each  for  art,  remedial  reading,  2  special  classes,  all-purpose 
room  (gym  and  cafeteria)  and  library. 

Based  upon  our  conservative  population  estimate,  this  build- 
ing should  fill  our  needs  through  1970.  It  would  be  desirable  to 
consider  building  five  additional  classrooms  if  fimds  and  borrowing 
capacity  permit.  This  will  allow  for  some  measure  of  growth  in 
population — which  surely  will  occur  between  1967  and  1970.  It  is 
always  less  expensive  to  build  initially  than  to  add  rooms  at  a 
later  date. 

ALTERNATIVES: 

Prior  to  reaching  this  conclusion  and  recommendation,  we  con- 
sidered several  alternatives: 
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Continue  to  use  Stevens-Buswell  and  re-open  Peter  Wood- 
bury Schools.  This  would  reduce  our  immediate  classroom 
requirements,  but  neither  school  is  considered  adequate  for 
the  continuation  of  the  quality  of  our  educational  program. 
Both  schools  have  been  classified  as  sub-standard  by  Dr. 
Engelhardt,  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Education  and  our  own 
administration.  Equally  as  important  is  the  fact  that  it  would 
not  be  possible  to  continue  and  to  further  develop  our  present 
ungraded  system  in  gi-ades  1-3,  nor  the  departmentalization 
that  has  begun  in  grades  4-6,  if  students  were  dispersed  in 
4  locations. 

Add  some  rooms  to  Memorial  School — It  does  not  seem 
logical  to  add  new  classrooms  to  the  building  that  should 
become  our  oldest  facility.  Additional  classrooms  would 
severely  limit  the  present  school  playground  area.  Rough 
estimates  indicate  that  the  cost  of  new  classrooms  at  Memorial 
School  would  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  same  number  of 
classrooms  in  a  new  building.  This  is  primarily  due  to  the 
cost  of  a  new  heating  system  for  the  addition. 

Add  classrooms  to  McKelvie  School — It  was  felt  that  the 
McKelvie  School  core  facilities  (gym,  cafeteria,  etc.)  and 
present  classroom  design  are  well  suited  to  become  the 
nucleus  of  an  eventual  Bedford  High  School.  To  build  elemen- 
tary classroom  facilities  at  McKelvie  would  limit  our  present 
flexibility,  as  elementary  classroom  design  is  generally  not 
compatible  with  the  requirements  of  a  senior  high  school 
curriculum. 

CONCLUSION: 

Based  upon  the  obvious  factor  of  existing  population  in  our 
Town,  we  offer  a  recommendation  to  the  School  Board  that  should 
permit  continuance  of  our  high  standai-d  of  excellence  in  our 
elementary  program  through  1970. 

The  cost  of  the  proposed  school  is  within  the  Town's  projected 
borrowing  capacity  for  1966.  The  importance  of  adequate  class- 
room space  at  the  elementary  level  leads  us  to  recommend  this 
rather  than  a  high  school.  Our  present  borrowing  capacity  will 
not  permit  both.    (Even  if  the  taxpayers  would!) 

This  is  the  thiid  "High  School  Studv  Committee"  several  of 
your  members  have  served  on  since  1958.'  Each  time  the  ultimate 
solution  has  been  to  add  elementary  school  space.    We  feel  that 
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the  proposed  new  school  should  permit  enough  flexibility  for  the 
Town  of  Bedford  to  seriously  consider  its  own  high  school  within 
the  next  five  years.  Within  that  period  of  time,  the  Town  should 
have  increased  its  high  school  population  and  its  equalized  valua- 
tion to  the  point  where  it  will  become  economically  feasible. 

This  Study  Committee  unaminously  feels  a  Bedford  High 
School  is  a  desiiable  objective  because  our  own  High  School  would 
provide: 

1.  Better    articulation    of    curriculum    from    elementary    to 
secondary  levels. 

2.  Opportunity  to  up  grade  our  entiie  curriculum. 

3.  Control  over  om-  own  students'  needs  and  desires. 

4.  Transportation  at  reasonable  cost. 

To  this  end,  we  also  suggest  that  a  study  group  continually 
explore  the  alternatives  and  opportunities  to  give  Bedford  children 
a  high  quality  secondary  education. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

Under  the  circumstances  of  limited  borrowing  capacity  and 
the  immediate  need  for  elementary  classroom  space,  the  Committee 
must  recommend  that  we  continue  our  tuition  contract  for  grades 
9-12  at  West  High  School  until  it  becomes  feasible  economically 
and  educationally  to  build  our  own  Bedford  High  School.

College,  is  teaching  Science,  grades  seven  and  eight. 

Miss  Pauline  Boucher,  Manchester,  graduate  of  Rivier  College, 
grade  four  teacher. 

Miss  Cornelia  Callahan,  Manchester,  1965  graduate  of  Notre 
Dame  College,  is  teaching  grade  seven  and  eight  Math. 

Miss  Catherine  Fuhiel,  Manchester,  graduate  of  Keene  State 
College,  teaching  grade  five. 

Mrs.  Margaret  McShea,  Manchester,  Keene  State  College, 
1965,  grade  tuo  at  Memorial  School. 

Miss  Susan  O'Connor,  Bedford,  Moiuit  St.  Mary,  1965  is 
teaching  grade  six  at  the  McKelvie  School. 

Mrs.  Elaine  Ostergren,  Bedford  returns  to  teaching  in  Bedford. 
Mrs.  Ostergren  is  the  full  time  Music  Teacher,  grades  1-8. 
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Miss  Nancy  Pope,  Nashua,  Skidmore  College,  1965,  full  time 
Art  Teacher  grades   1-8. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Poulin,  Manchester,  a  former  teacher  in  Bedford, 
returns  to  teach  grade  five. 

Mr.  William  Wilson,  Plymouth,  graduate  of  Plymouth  State 
College,  1964,  is  the  Physical  Education  Teacher  for  all  Bedford 
Schools. 

Mrs.  Diane  Zito,  Manchester,  Connecticut,  graduate  of  Uni- 
versity  of  Maine,  1962,  is  teaching  grade  one  at  Memorial  School. 

Miss  Judith  Nowlan,  Windsor,  Vermont,  Mt.  St.  Mary  College, 
1965,  is  teaching  Social  Studies,  grades  7  and  8. 

Bedford,  like  many  of  its  neighboring  towns,  is  experiencing 
substantial  growth  which  is  having  a  resounding  effect  on  our 
school  enrollment.  If  we  are  to  maintain  our  present  compre- 
hensive program  and  offer  equal  services  to  all  our  pupils  we  will 
need,  in  addition  to  the  Memorial  and  McKelvie  Schools,  nineteen 
standard  classrooms,  plus  some  special  facilities  to  house  our 
pupils  in  1969-70.  We  may  choose  to  use  the  existing  facilities 
in  the  Stevens-Buswell  and  Peter  Woodbury  Schools  or  we  may 
build  a  new  elementary  school.  After  considering  all  the  pertinent 
facts  available  there  is  no  question  but  what  a  new  school  is  the 
most  educationally  desirable  to  maintain  our  program.  We  hope 
the  voters  of  Bedford  agree. 

In  conclusion  I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  instructional  staff  and  school  board  for  theii" 
loyalty  and  support.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  in  the  School  District  of  Bedford,  New  Hampshire. 

The  basis  for  today's  and  tomorrow's  needs  on  the  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  levels  is  clearly  the  necessity  of  developing 
a  total  public  school  program,  grades  1  through  12,  consistent  in 
both  scope  and  sequence.  An  historical  concern  in  the  field  of 
education  has  been  the  problem  of  articulating  educational  pro- 
grams from  grade  1  through  grade  12.  If  this  is  to  be  accom- 
plished, we  can  no  longer  think  only  in  terms  of  the  necessity  of 
maintaining  comprehensive  high  school  programs,  but  also  com- 
prehensive junior  high  and  comprehensive  elementary  school  pro- 
grams. 

Great  strides  have  been  taken  during  the  past  year  by  the 
people  of  Bedford  toward  committing  themselves  to  the  concept 
of  comprehensive  elementary  and  junior  high  programs.  Imple- 
mentation of  full  time  programs  in  the  areas  of  music,  art,  and 
physical  education  have  been  completed.  The  value  of  these 
programs  to  the  children  of  Bedford  is  inestimable  both  in  terms 
of  their  present  and  future  educational  experiences. 

The  above  programs  were  additions  to  an  already  solid  edu- 
cational foundation.  The  excellent  science  facilities  at  the  McKelvie 
School  continue  to  be  an  excellent  investment.  The  program  that 
was  made  possible  in  this  laboratory  is  among  the  finest  in  the 
state.  It  is  a  program  of  teaching  science  in  depth  and  one  which 
allows   students   active   participation   in   the   learning  process. 

Library  facilities  at  the  McKelvie  School  also  are  among  the 
finest  in  the  state  in  terms  of  the  ratio  of  the  number  of  books  to 
the  number  of  children  housed  in  this  facility.  Library  resources 
at  the  Memorial  School  also  continue  to  improve.  Modest  district 
support  combined  with  monies  available  under  the  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Act  of  1965  will  assure  Bedford  of  library 
resources  fully  in  accord  with  the  concept  of  the  comprehensive 
elementary  school  program. 

Guidance  services,  an  essential  component  of  a  well  rounded 
comprehensive    program,    has    yet    to    be    included    in    Bedford's 
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instructional  program.  The  primary  function  of  the  elementary 
guidance  counselor  is  to  become  an  integral  part  of  the  instructional 
team.  As  such,  the  elementary  counselor  is  concerned  with  the 
early  identification  of  children's  abilities.  The  counselor  and 
classroom  teachers  work  hand  in  hand  in  the  identification  of 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  individual  pupils  through  diagnostic 
testing  and  counseling.  Such  efforts  result  in  modification  of  the 
instructional  program  as  it  relates  to  individual  children  and  their 
needs  thus   determined. 

An  important  activity  employed  in  a  guidance  program  is 
counseling,  the  process  by  which  a  pupil  is  helped  by  conferences 
to  understand  himself  in  relation  to  his  developing  and  changing 
world.  Included  in  this  process  are  conferences  with  teachers  and 
parents  and  the  use  of  other  school  and  community  resources. 
Counseling  provides  professional  assistance  for  each  individual 
by  helping  him  to  be  more  objective  and  realistic  as  he  seeks  self- 
understanding  and  self-development.  Individual  counseling  helps 
the  pupil  interpret  and  relate  facts  about  himself,  school,  family, 
friends,  his  world,  and  to  apply  this  knowledge  in  solving  everyday 
problems  and  to  learn  how  to  solve  problems  in  the  future. 

In  brief,  testing  (diagnostic  and  other),  used  in  conjunction 
with  counseling  and  conferences  with  teachers  and  parents  can 
more  effectively  bring  about  the  objectives  of  education,  both  in 
terms  of  a  program  and  as  a  process.  I  strongly  recommend  that 
Bedford  further  implement  a  comprehensive  progiam  by  adding 
a  guidance  counselor  to  its  instructional  staff. 

Unanticipated  growth  has  resulted  in  the  necessity  of  using 
teacher  aides  to  alleviate  crowded  classroom  conditions.  As  I  have 
emphasized  in  the  past,  maintenance  of  high  educational  stand- 
ards in  the  Bedford  schools  has  been  in  large  part  due  to  Bedford's 
insistence  that  instructional  groups  be  kept  to  reasonable  size. 
It  is  well  to  be  reminded  that  Bedford  boasts  a  fine  ungraded 
primary  unit.  The  success  or  failure  of  this  program,  to  a  large 
extent,  will  be  determined  by  whether  or  not  Bedford  continues 
to  insist  on  a  pupil-teacher  ratio  approximating  25  to  1.  The 
importance  of  maintaining  such  a  ratio  cannot  be  overestimated. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  Mr.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

For  the  past  year  it  has  been  my  honor  and  privilege  to  serve 
the  community  of  Bedford  as  principal  of  the  Bedford  Memorial 
and  Stevens-Buswell  Schools.  With  a  degree  of  pleasure  and  pride 
commensurate  with  the  opportunity  of  being  associated  with  such 
an  outstanding  group  of  teachers,  I  submit  the  following  para- 
graphs as  constituting  my  second  annual  report. 

Our  foremost  goal  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  con- 
tinued implementation  of  an  organizational  pattern  we  shall  refer 
to  as  our  program  of  continuous  progress.  We  use  this  term  rather 
than  the  negative  nongraded  title,  as  it  more  aptly  describes  what 
we  are  hoping  to  accomplish  within  this  organizational  framework. 
We  are  attempting  to  assm-e  each  child  the  opportunity  for  con- 
tinuous, unbroken,  upward  progression  in  each  subject  area  with 
provision  for  individual  rates  of  progress  geared  to  human  vari- 
ability. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  eight  levels  in  language  arts  and 
mathematics  designed  for  use  in  what  ordinarily  would  be  the 
first  three  grades.  Most  pupils  complete  the  first  three  levels 
dm-ing  the  first  year  of  school  and  should  be  involved  in  the  fourth 
level  by  the  end  of  the  first  year.  Exceptional  students  will  com- 
plete the  first  four  levels  and  will  have  progressed  to  the  fifth 
level.  Most  children  should  then  complete  two  levels  per  year  at 
varied  rates  of  progiess.  The  levels,  although  similar  to  grades  in 
structure,  differ  markedly,  in  that  children  may  pass  to  a  different 
level  at  any  time  during  the  year  and  in  any  of  the  various  subject 
areas. 

Children  entering  our  primary  unit  for  the  first  time  come 
to  us  with  approximately  a  four  year  range  in  readiness  to  begin 
school  activities.  After  about  three  weeks  in  school,  relying  mainly 
on  teacher  evaluation,  but  also  taking  into  consideration  readiness 
test  results  gathered  during  the  first  week  of  school  and  earlier 
readiness  tests  administered  to  those  children  attending  the  local 
kindergarten,  we  assign  the  children  to  homerooms  in  accordance 
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with  their  level  of  readiness.  They  all  begin  with  level  one  but 
move  at  varying  rates  of  speed  relative  to  this  level  of  readiness. 
As  differences  in  ability  to  work  with  numbers  begin  to  appear 
those  children  working  on  a  different  level  in  the  area  of  mathe- 
matics move  to  that  level  during  the  math  period. 

Children  in  their  second  or  third  year  in  the  primary  unit 
begin  at  that  level  at  which  they  finished  the  previous  year,  with 
a  slight  review,  in  both  the  language  arts  and  mathematics.  Thev 
also  work  in  mixed  heterogeneous  groups  for  science  and  social 
studies.  As  with  children  in  their  first  year,  the  homeroom  assign- 
ment is  determined  by  the  child's  reading  level. 

The  key  to  a  program  of  this  type  is  flexibility.  The  children 
must  be  able  to  move  from  one  level  to  another  with  relative  little 
difficulty.  When  this  movement  becomes  impossible  the  validity 
of  the  program  is  to  be  seriously  questioned. 

However  it  is  important  to  remember  that  a  change  of  this 
type  is  only  an  organizational  change  and  as  such  will  serve  as  a 
solution  to  problems  of  an  organizational  nature  only.  Although, 
when  we  become  aware  of  the  things  that  can  be  done  within  its 
framework  we  see  that  it  is  a  change  of  critical  importance. 

In  the  words  of  Drs.  John  I.  Goodlad  and  Robert  H.  Anderson: 
"It  has  become  increasingly  apparent  that  the  non-graded 
elementary  school  is  no  panacea.  Such  a  school  makes  the 
conduct  of  education  no  easier.  But  the  process  of  non- 
grading  lays  bare  long  standing  educational  problems. 
There  is  seen  to  be  a  compatibility  between  the  non- 
gradcd  structure  and  continuous  pupil  progress,  longi- 
tudinal curriculum  development,  and  integrated  learning. 
Having  glimpsed  the  nature  of  this  compatibility,  educa- 
tors must  then  face  up  to  the  arduous  process  of  bringing 
it  to  life." 

Our  modern  mathematics  program  is  currently  in  its  thii'd 
year  of  use.  We  are  only  now  beginning  to  realize  the  initial  bene- 
fits inherent  in  a  program  of  this  type.  Those  children  who  have 
worked  with  this  type  of  a  concept  oriented  approach  only,  are 
just  now  completing  the  primary  unit  and  will  enter  the  new 
twelve  step  intermediate  program.  This  program  provides  twelve 
books  through  which  the  children  may  progress  during  grades 
4,  5,  and  6.  Only  the  most  able  students  will  complete  all  twelve 
books  by  the  end  of  the  sixth  grade,  while  the  average  and  less

able  should  be  involved  in  lex  els  9,  10,  or  11  by  the  end  of  that 
period. 

Programs  of  the  nature  of  those  mentioned  to  this  point  must 
constantly  remain  under  study  and  be  subject  to  change.  They 
force  a  complete  re-evaluation  of  what  we  are  trying  to  accomplish 
in  the  educational  enterprise.  They  are  programs  whose  methods 
and  procedures  should  be  assessed  periodically  with  changes  and 
improvements  made  as  they  are  deemed  necessary.  In  order  to 
continue  programs  of  this  nature  we  must  consider  several  needs 
as  paramount  to  their  success. 

The  primary  aim  of  a  non-graded  program  is  to  individualize 
instruction.  Any  form  of  school  organization,  but  in  particular 
those  that  employ  forms  of  cross  grade  grouping,  suffer  immeasur- 
ably when  pupil-teacher  ratios  rise  above  25:1,  and  hopefully  they 
should  be  as  low  as  20:1.  Rather  than  individualizing  instruction, 
ratios  of  over  25:1  force  the  teacher  to  direct  his/her  instruction 
to  the  middle  of  the  class  with  the  hope  that  the  extremes  will 
benefit   to   a   proportionate   degree. 

Without  warning  our  pupil-teacher  ratios  have  suddenly 
increased  to  an  alarming  degree  and  are  at  a  critical  stage.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  we  will  be  able  to 
provide  the  additional  instructional  help  necessary  to  reduce  those 
ratios. 

In  its  recent  yearbook  "Focus  on  Change"  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Secondary  School  Principals  indicate  that  changes  in 
organization  and  curriculum  from  grades  1-12  have  become  so 
comprehensive  and  necessary  that  each  school  administrator  should 
have  access  to  40  hours  of  clerical  help  per  week  for  every  150 
students. 

Although  this  is  an  ambitious  figure  for  a  situation  similar  to 
that  existing  in  the  Bedford  Schools,  clerical  help  is  an  absolute 
necessity.  The  key  role  in  coordinating  and  supervising  the 
instructional  program  must  be  played  by  the  line  administrator, 
namelv  the  principal.  In  our  Bedford  situation  the  supervisory 
role  of  the  administrator  has  been  forced  into  a  position  of  lesser 
importance  due  to  the  overwhelming  amount  of  administrative  and 
clerical  duties.  In  order  to  assume  responsibility  for  our  expanding 
program  we  must  have  the  clerical  help  necessary  to  allow  us  to 
become  involved  in  the  teaching — learning  process. 
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In  order  to  assist  each  child  in  developing  his  capacity  to 
fimction  as  close  to  his  level  of  potential  as  possible  both  with 
regard  to  intellectual  potential  for  academic  production  and 
potential  for  personal — social  competency,  the  aid  of  a  guidance 
counselor  is  imperative. 

Consultants  of  this  type  with  their  special  education  and  back- 
ground help  to  identify  emotional,  social,  mental,  or  physical 
handicaps  at  an  early  age  and  aid  the  instructional  staff  in  placing 
children  on  an  instructional  level  where  they  will  find  success. 
Direction  of  this  type  benefits,  not  only  the  child  in  question,  but 
also  the  other  class  members  who  might  otherwise  suffer  from  loss 
of  teacher  time  usually  devoted  to  the  mal-adjusted  or  disoriented 
child. 

Basic  objectives  of  the  guidance  program  in  the  elementary 
schools  are  outlined  as  follows  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Dept. 
of  Education  in  a  recent  bulletin  "Guidelines  for  N.  ff.  Elem. 
Schools. 

•  Early  identification  of  each  child's  intellectual  and  personal 
characteristics.    . 

•  Maximum     development    of    his     academic    and    creative 
growth. 

•  Early  diagnosis  and  provision  for  preventative  and/or  cor- 
rective action   on   any   learning  and  personality  problems. 

In  essence  the  preceding  paragraphs  have  indicated,  in  some 
detail,  some  of  the  directions  we  have  taken  and  our  most  out- 
standing needs,  for  your  consideration.  In  the  final  analysis  our 
instructional  program  depends,  in  its  entirety,  on  the  quality  and 
dedication  of  the  teaching  staff.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  Bedford 
to  have  a  teaching  staff  deeply  imbued  with  both  characteristics. 
To  their  untiring  effort  and  zeal  we  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude. 

In  closing  may  I  thank  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Edwards,  and 
yourself  for  your  direction  and  guidance,  the  teaching  staff  once 
again  for  its  effort,  the  custodial  and  hot  lunch  staffs  for  their 
support,  and  the  citizens  of  Bedford  for  their  understanding  and 
generosity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
McKELVIE  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second 
annual   report. 

Careful  evaluation  and  continuing  study  of  our  school  organi- 
zation and  curriculum  have  resulted  in  providing  our  youngsters 
with  fine  educational  opportunities.  As  our  society  is  constantly 
changing,  it  is  of  necessity  that  oiu-  educational  programs  be 
upgraded  to  meet  the  present  and  future  needs  of  our  youngsters. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  have  been 
divided  into  homogeneous  groups  in  self-contained  classrooms. 
Grouping  has  been  based  primarily  on  achievement  in  reading  and 
language  arts.  Viewing  the  need  for  more  flexibility  in  the  vertical 
structure  in  grades  five  and  six,  the  administration,  in  close  con- 
junction with  the  teachers  involved,  has  been  conducting  a  study 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  middle-grade  structure. 

Results  of  the  study  indicate  that,  at  this  time,  the  depart- 
mentalization of  grades  five  and  six  would  give  much  flexibility  to 
the  curriculum  which,  in  turn,  would  best  serve  the  needs  of  our 
students.  In  such  an  organizational  structure,  students  would  be 
heterogeneously  grouped  for  homeroom  and  reading  with  homo- 
geneous sub-groups  being  formed  during  reading  instruction.  Upon 
completion  of  the  reading  period,  students  would  move  into  homo- 
geneous groups  for  math,  science,  language  arts,  and  social  studies 
with  different  teachers.  Consequently,  students  will  have  the 
benefit  of  teachers  who  have  specific  skills  in  certain  subject 
areas,  and  the  teachers  will  be  able  to  better  prepare  themslves 
for  special  subject  areas.  Perhaps  the  greatest  advantage  of 
departmentalization  would  be  the  flexibility  gained  in  the 
schedule.  Youngsters  could  be  scheduled  in  each  subject  area 
depending  on  theii-  ability  in  each  subject.  Thus  the  overall  pro- 
gram  would   become   more  pupil-centered  than   subject-centered. 

Each  year  the  curriculum  of  the  school  is  analyzed  and 
evaluated  with  some  programs  of  study  being  modified  and,  in 
some  instances,  significantly  changed.  Last  year  the  groundwork 
in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  science  program  was  laid  for  the 
course  of  study  being  embarked  upon  this  year.  When  students 
complete  the  eighth  grade,  they  will  hax'e  had  a  half  vear  of 
instruction  in  four  basic  sciences:  (1)  earth  science,  (2)  biolog)', 
(3)  physics,  and  (4)  chemistry.  The  program  is  laboratory- 
oriented  with  stress  being  placed  on  laboratory  techniques  and 
scientific  behavior  patterns  which  provide  a  solid  background  for 
science  courses  at  higher  levels. 
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In  mathematics,  all  groups  in  grades  five  and  six  are  now 
included  in  the  Greater  Cleveland  Modern  Mathematics  Program. 
The  two  top  groups  in  grades  seven  and  eight  are  in  the  Silver- 
Burdett  program.  Research  is  now  being  done  on  junior  high 
modern  math  programs  and  should  be  completed  before  the  end 
of  the  year.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  expanding  the  modern 
math  program  in  grades  seven  and  eight;  also  under  consideration 
is  the  adoption  of  one  of  the  new  programs  which  have  recently 
been  developed. 

The  programs  of  art  and  music,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Nancy  Pope  and  Mrs.  Elaine  Ostergren  respectivelv,  have  been 
expanded.  All  students  are  now  regularly  scheduled  for  art  and 
music  once  a  week  including  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  In 
addition  students  mav  elect  chorus  and  art  club  which  also  meet 
each  week.  As  in  past  years,  instrumental  music  and  the  school 
band  program  conducted  by  Mr.  Philip  Bograd  is  regularly 
scheduled  each  ^^'eek.  With  the  expansion  of  the  art  and  music 
programs  along  with  the  instrumental  music  program,  youngsters 
are  offered  a  well-rounded  fine  arts  curriculum. 

The  new  physical  education  program  instituted  this  ^'ear  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  William  Wilson  is  progressing  well.  All  stu- 
dents have  been  exposed  to  a  variety  of  activities  with  emphasis 
being  placed  on  individual  skills  to  promote  strength,  coordination, 
and  physical  fitness.  The  program  has  been  extended  to  include 
intramural  activities  for  students  on  a  voluntarv  basis  in  grades 
five  to  eight. 

Through  the  fine  efforts  of  Mrs.  Ralph  Wiggin,  Jr.  and  Mrs. 
Byron  Peck,  over  two  thousand  books  have  been  catalogued  and 
are  now  in  use  by  students  and  teachers.  New  books  and  filmstrips 
are  currently  being  reviewed  for  possible  addition  to  the  library 
next  year.  Our  educational  progi^ams  have  been  greatly  enhanced 
by  our  library  facility,  and  the  librarv  is  rapidlv  becoming  the 
learning  center  of  the  school. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  the  Super- 
intendent, Assistant  Superintendent  and  the  Facultv  of  McKelvie 
School  for  their  support  and  devotion  to  the  educational  program 
of  the  school.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Ruth  Gott  and  the  Hot 
Lunch  Staff;  the  school  nmse,  Mrs.  Gladys  Smend;  and  the  school 
custodians,  Mr.  Gordon  Ellison  and  Mr.  Donald  Flanders,  for  theii* 
cooperation  in  providing  services  to  the  school.
